There were preachers among the pio- 


neers and they took the field early and 
staid not in their labors of building up 
and maintaining the moral stamina of 
the people. Abner Barlow, Elder Jason 
Lothrop, Eetiben H. Demraing and Rev. 
Mr. Hatch were among the very first. 
Mr. Hatch founded in Southport a Pro- 
testant Episcopal Mission which event- 
uated in the flourishing church of that 
denomination 
which 
embellishes this 


city. The log bouses, the home< of the 
pio'neers, were the first places used for 
preaching services and afterward the 
school hi.uses. There is a mass of in- 
leresling incidents and reminiscences of 
a personal nature still living in the rec- 
ollections of the few remaining pioneers, 
but it would require a larcc book 10 
contain them all.

live on the route. We believe and hope 
that the time is not far distant when the 
entire county will be traversed in all sec- 
tions and every person living on cross 
roads will be served alike. Let even-- 
one who is interested in this system 
write our representative in congress to 
push this matter along. 


As a patron of one of the. routes I real- 


ize that the carriers are. not receiving a 
just compensation for the arduous duties 
that they are required to perform day 
after day through the cold and storms of 
winter and the heat of summer, while \va 
are seated in 
our 
warm 
comfortable 


homes waiting for the carrier to bring 
us our daily mail. The rural carrier is 
a rule are gentlemanly, eourteoxis and 
obliging, ready to accommodate the pat- 
rons whenever they possibly can. 


In some parts of the country it is cus- 


tomary to remember the carriers during 
the Christmas holidays by presenting 
them with something in appreciation of 
their valuable services. As a friend of 
the faithful carriers and one who fully 
appreciates the service let me suggest

It is believed that Frederick Wiseman, 


a former resident of Racine, has been 
eaten by a shark at or near Greytown, 
Nicaragua. The- news came through a 
letter to Mrs. William H. Fidiin, of 3345 
Hill avenue, Milwaukee, from one of her: 
three 
sons who are in that 
country. 


Wiseman, according to the letter, was 
mate of a small steamer, plying between 
Greyton and Nicaragua. 


When last seen the man was attempt- 


ing to swim ashore from a small sand 
bar. Suddenly he disappeared in plain 
sight of his companions, several in num- 
ber. The impression prevailed that be 
was either carried down by a strong cur- 
rent, or that one of the large sharks 
that abound in these waters, caught him 
bv the leg, dragged him under and de- 
voured him. All efforts to find the body 
failed. 


A portion of the letter received by 


Mrs. 
Fidiin, relative to the death of 


Wiseman, is as follows: 


''The mail was to leave here on the 


electric launch, the lutrspid, which runs 
between her and Bluctlelds, where the 
mail is tranferred to a steamer for Xew 
Orleans or New York. The captain of 
the Intrepid was ready to go about a p. 
m. It is dark at that time here and 
there is no man that can ci-oss Graytown 
bar safely after dark unless by chance. 


•'.He started and when he reached the 


bar he ran aground. The first'mate and 
four sailors went out in a small boat 
with what they call a cage. This cage Is 
placed in the water some distance from 
the boat and acts the same an an anchor, 
but with more power. There is a long 
rope fastened on the cage and connected 
to a windlass on the boat and by winding 
up the rope they can usually get oil" the 
bar. The mate was trying to keep the 
small boat with its nose to the waves 
and when we tried to turn the boat to 
meet a wave the rope either slipped or 
broke. The wave hit the boat broad- 
side, and it capsized. When the 
coat 


came up botom side up the men scram- 
bled on top. They were In a position 
where no one could reach them and on 
account 
of the darkness the 
captain 


could 
not see any 
signals. The 
only 


thing to be done was for someone to 
swim ashore.'"' 


Wiseman was a very powerful swim- 


mer 
and volunteered to swim 
ashore. 


The distance .was BOO feet. When with- 
ing 15(1 feet of the shore he was seen to 
suddenly throw one hand in the air and 
disappear. Another sailor was.nearly 
drowned at the same time. 


Frederick Wiseman, whom the lost 


man is supposed to be, came to Racine 
back in 18115. He was a young Norwe- 
gian about ,'!0 years old. we] built, 
sailor and fond of athletics. Securing 
position in the Metropolitan hotel on 
Sixth street he decided to remain here. 
In ISfle and 1897 he played with the Ra- 
cine Athletic 
he also rode 


association football team; 


biclcle considerable and 


wa.s fond of boxing and often boxed with. 
James Davis, the well known pugilist, 
who made Eacine his home for some 
years. When Wiseman left here he went 
to Kenosha and became a member of the 
life saving crew. Later he went sailing 
on the lakes and later on the ocean and 
his friends then lost track of him. 


Chief 
of Police Pfister, who 
was a 


member of the Eacine foot-ball team at 
the time, remembers Wiseman well, and 
believes that he is the same man report- 
ed devoured by a shark. The chief be- 
lieves that he was a German, that he 
had no relatives in this country. 


Captain William Lewis, who played 


football in those days, also remembers 
Wiseman well., and is of the opinion that 
he is the person drowned or eaten by a 
shark. 


- Mr. F. E. Roberts of Woodworth, Ke- 
nosha county, had prepared an address 
to be read before the students of the Ke- 
nosha High school, Friday, December 19, 
but on account of his voice failing, the 
same was read by Rev. Florence Buck, 
pastor of the Unitarian church' of Ke- 
nosha before a large audience.

Mrs. Gardiner Wilson was the 
first white woman who came to settle 
in this county. She came with her hus- 
band to Pike Creek on June 21st, 1835.

of Somers on Pike Creek, three miles 
from it's mouth. 
It -was built in the 


summer of 1835. 


Horace Woodbridge 
settled in 
the 


town of Pleasant Prairie June 4, 1S35, 
and Henry Miller later in th 
same 


month. 
Hollin Tattle settled 
in 
the 


town of Bristol in April of 1830 and in 
May following Levi 
Grant came. He 


bui!4 -the first frame house in the town 
of Bristol, John Dodge settled in the 
town of Salem in June of 1S37. Shortly 
after General Bullen and David Bullen 
came to Salem and located on the east 
bank of Fox river. A bridge was built 
across the river here and the bridge now 
is still called "Bullen's" bridge. 
General 


Bullen had a village surveyed and plat-, 
ted here with the expectation that it 
would be the head oi navigation of the 
Fox river. Schuyler-Sunday settled in 
the -town of Wheatland in August, 1837 
and Adolph Eeitbrook 
in 
September. 


Daniel T. Eldredge located on Mound 
Prairie, town of Randall in the fall of 
lS3(i. Mr. Wightman and Dr. Johnson 
were the. first settlers in the town of. 
Brighton. They arrived here at nearly 
the same time, in the year 1S3S. Seth B. 
Myrrick settled in the town of Paris 
Jul 10th; 1S37. 
His fellow citizens in 


recognition, of his being the first settler 
in the town, gave him the privilege of 
naming it.

.KEN'OSHA, Wis., Dec. 22.—The Laflin 


.& Rand Powder company' of Pleasant 
Prairie has leased to Samuel Fredson- 
the. old peat beds of Gideon Truesdell,. 
and in the 
early spring, these old 


marshes will be turned into beds for the 
raising of garden produce. 


For more than thirty years, the mar-' 


shy lands have been practically abandon- 
ed. The coming of coal in 
quantities 


and at a reasonable price, made the use 
of peat unnecessary and so the old beds 
had been allowed to lie dormant 
and 


worthless. 


The marshes of. Pleasant Prairie wera 


first utilized by Gideon Truesdell, who 
at one time owned nearly all the land 
about the Pleasant Prairie station. In 
1872 Mr. Truesdell cut a large amount 
of peat from the marsh and utilized it 
for fuel on his farm. It is claimed that 
sufficient pent lies buried 
under

marshes to supply the entire county with 
fuel.

BLOCKADE DECLARED. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The official procla- 


mation of the 
blockade 
of Venezuela 


ports was gazetted this morning and be- 
comes effective today. 


The text of 'the proclamation is 
as 


follows: 


''Foreign Office. Dec. 20, INK. 


"It is hereby notified that as the United 
States of Venezuela have failed to com- 
ply- with the demands of His Majesty's 
go'vernment. a blockade by His Majesty's 
naval forces of the ports of La Guayra, 
Carenero, Guanta, Curana. and Carupano 
and the mouths of the Orinoco is declar- 
ed, and such blockade will be effectively 
maintained from and -after the 20th of 
December, subject to the allowance o 
the following grace: 


"For vessels sailing before the date.of 


this notification from West Indian ports 
and ports on -the east coast of the con- 
tinent of America—ten days for steam- 
ers and twenty days for sailing vessels. 


"For vessels Iving in the ports now 


declared -to be blockaded—fifteen days. 


"Vessels which attempt the blockade 


will render themselves liable to all meas- 
ures authorized by the law of nations 
and by the respective treaties between 
his majesty and the 
different 
neutral 


powers." 


GERMANY'S MANIFESTO. 


BERLIN, Dec. 20.—The German gov- 


ernment issued a proclamation embody- 
ing the conditions of the blockade of Ger- 
many's portion of the Venezuelan coast.

''The government of Venezuela having 


rejected the demand which the imperial 
government communicated to it the ports 
of Porto Cabella and Maracaibo are here- 
bv declared to be under blockade, begin- 
ning December 20.

The Fowler Bill to Provide More Food 


in Ad ditto.' to Present Store. 


The currency increase bill introduced 


by Congressman Fowler, chairman o'f the 
ranking and currency committee of the 
rtouse. provides "that any national bank 
may, with the approval of'the comprol- 
ller of the currency, take out for issue 
and circulation an amount of national 
bank notes not exceeding 25 per cent of 
its paid up and unimpaired capital, with- 
out depositing United States bonds with 
tbe United States treasury iu the man- 
ner provided by existing law. 


''That said national bank notes shall 


be furnished by the United States at the 
expense of the respective banks issuing 
them, and shall be in the denominations 
of $10 and multiples thereof. 


'•That before any national-bank shall 


receive any of the bank notes referred to 
in this act, it shall first deposit in the 
treasury of the United States, as guar- 
anty of the payment thereof, an amount 
of United States bonds or gold or both 
equal to 5 per cent of the amount of 
the notes so taken out, and such depos- 
its shall be counted as a part of the law- 
ful reserve of said bank against said 
notes. The interest upon said bonds 
shall be paid to the bank so depositing 
them, and if said bank shall retire said 
circulation, or any portion 
thereof, an 


amount of bonds or gold coin or both 
equal to 5 per cent of the notes so retir- 
ed shall be returned to said bank; pro- 
vided, however, that if it should ho nec- 
essary to sell said bonds for the purposes 
denned in this act, the secretary of the 
traesury is hereby authorized to dispose 
of the same and use the proceeds in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of law here- 
in contained." 


A tax of one-quarter of a cent is to be 


paid on the first days of January and 
July of each year, in gold, on the aver- 
age amount of such notes in circulation 
during the preceding six months, which 
:ax, together with the 5 per cent depos- 
ited, shall constitute a guarantee fund. 


Provision is made for the redemption 


of the notes and the protection of the 
United States in case a bank fails.

SENATOR QUARLES' ANTI-TRDST 


MEASURE. 


Chicago Recofd-Herald: 
No one who 


is familiar with the operation of the in- 
dustrial 
combines will deny that 
the 


anti-trust bill introduced in the senate 
by Senator Quarles of Wisconsin goes di- 
rectly to the root of the greatest evil 
growing out of the consolidation of pro- 
ductive industries. 


No matter what may be the declared 


or ostensible purpose of a consolidation 
its ultimate tendency is to destroy com- 
petition and create a monopoly. Even 
though the trust succeeds in ehe.apening 
the cost of production a.nd distribution, 
and thus is able to reduce prices to the 
consumer, the very nature and scope of 
the combine tends to drive the smaller 
independent plans out of business and 
thus finally destroy competition. 


The favorite method of forcing the 


smaller plants -which do not enter the 
combine out of business is to undersell 
them in particular territory where they 
have built up a trade and in which they 
must market .their product. By flooding 
the market served by the smaller inde- 
pendent plants with the same product 
at cut prices they accomplish, in time, 
the objects for which the combine was 
originally formed. That kind of compe- 
tition will crush the smaller plants of 
force them to sell to the combine. 


It is this sort of industrial scuttling 


whiclrtlie Quarles bill is designed to pre- 
vent. The bill, in brief, makes it unlaw- 
ful for any person or corporation having 
control of the major part of a certain 
article or articles produced in the Unit- 
ed States to directly or indirectly sell or 
offer for sale any such article or arti- 
cles in any locality for prices less than 
the prices charged therefor by such per- 
son in any other.locality—allowing foi 
differences in freight and carriage. 


In other words, tile Quarles bill pro 


poses to compel trusts Jo sell at uniform 
prices all over the United States, regard 
less of locality. The power of congress 
to enforce such a. drastic measure, inter 
fering as it does with the right of a pro 
ducer to sell at his own price, will be 
vigorously challenged. At the same tim 
the measure is interesting as offering ; 
plan for striking directly at one of the 
favorite methods of the combines .for 
crushing competitors.

or sale of :iny article to offer it for

S,000 E»si»«" ami Flwmen on the C. &

CHICAGO, HI., Dec. 20..—Thousands of 


locomotive engineers and firemen on the 
Chicago & Northwestern system, and its 
two branch lines will receive an increase 
in wages amounting to S per cent Jan. 1, 
Agreements to this effect were signed 
todav. About 5,000 engineers and fire- 
men'are directly benefltted. Under the 
old wage scale, the engineers received 
from $3.70 to $4.30-for a hundred mile 
run. After Jan. 1, they will receive from 
$3 80 to $4.70. Firemen who formerly re- 
ceived from $2.20 to $2.SO for the same 
runs will receive .from J2.25 to $2.75.
